Supoioisor Baxter Ward number of erfher i 
has called on the County be called to the 
Grand Jairy to conidnict a .spe¬ 
cial hearing into the Dis- 
ifiet Atiorney’s handling of 
the recently completed case 
against fonner Marshal Tim¬ 
othy Sperl. 

In a letter to Grand Jury 
Foreman Jessie Robinson, 

Ward cited the Sperl case as 
contributing to his "belief 
that the District Attorney is 
capable of, and has actual¬ 
ly engaged in, selective en¬ 
forcement of the law in poli¬ 
tically sensitive cases.” This 
belief, he wrote, has led to 
his efforts to get an inde¬ 
pendent Special Prosecutor 
for the current Grand Jury 
investigation of the Sheriff’s 
Department. 

Although most of the 
charges on which Sperl was 
convicted involvodr favors to 
Supervisor Jim Hayes and 
his 1972 campaign, Hayes 
was not called as a witness 
before the Grand Jury.

Although the energy crisis still hangs around, and 
conservation of fuel still is essential, things do look 
better for a somewhat brighter Christmas, decoratively 
speaking at least, than we had last year. 

Some months ago the California Public Utilities Com¬ 
mission lifted its restrictions on decorative lighting be¬ 
cause the outlook for fuel for electric generation next 
year is more optimistic than it was for 1974. 

Nevertheless, there is good reason to go about our 
festive lighting plans in an energy conservation way. 
Joseph Y. De Young, vice president of Pacific Gas ahd 
Electric Company commercial operations, has pointed 
out that while the fuel outlook is better, the utility “has 
not secured under contract all of the fuel oil we will 
need in 1975. 'Wise and efficient use of energy continues 
to be not only desirable but necessary to stretch avail¬ 
able resourctis.” 

PG&E itself will apply this caution in decorating all 
its facilities in the state The halls will be decked with 
ivy and other appropriate ornaments during the holiday 
season, but no sparkling lights or electricity driven dis¬ 
plays. 

Another energy saving idea is to reduce lighting 
elsewhere in the home or business place while lighted 
holiday decorations are on. 

In other words; it needn’t be a gloomy holiday, just 
an energy-conserving one. It can be brighter than last 
year’s. And certainly in the sense of the spirit we hope 
it will bo.

"Congrses shall make no law respecting an establish¬ 
ment of religion, or jyrohibition the free exercise there¬ 
of; or abridging the freedom of speech, or of the pi-ess;

’Those words grew out of such excesses as had driven 
some American revolutionaries to stage in 1773 the 
colorful and famous Boston Tea Party . . _ a protest 
against what they and many others in the Colonies felt 
strongly were unjust taxes. 

'The quote above, of course, comes from the First 
Amendment to the Constitution, anchor of the original 
ten amendments ratified on Docombor 15, 1791 and known 
as the Bill of Rights. 

Those amendments have been discussed and cussed 
over nearly two centuries, but they have stood firm as 
one of the groat sections of what has to bo the greatest 
statement of the rights of a people in relation to the gov¬ 
ernment that guides their destinies. 

The trouble is, while a great many pay homage to 
the Bill OF Rights, many of them seem unwilling to 
pay the bill FOR rights. The bill that includes the cost 
of granting to all our fellow citizens the same rights 
we so happily claim for ourselves. 




Detente, the Mideast, the starving millions in nuclear 
India, all are sources of concern these days. But the 
closest-to-home problem, of course, is our ominous in¬ 
flation-recessions “Stagflation,” as it has been called. 

Nobody can truly escape the effects of our economic 
crisis, and it seems as if nobody knows for sure what 
to do about It. Although leadership in the newly-muscled 
Democratic Party accepts the responsibility for joining 
forces with the Ford administration in developing a bi¬ 
partisan program, there is deep fear that the strengthened 
liberal forces will push hard for new social programs 
that can only add to our fiscal woes. 

The President, acknowledging the reality of reces¬ 
sion, now is faced with revamping his economic program 
which was designed to halt inflation. The same medicine 
won’t core both diseases. 

The stagflation virus is multifarious Sensible con¬ 
sumer belt-tightening cuts down sales, which cuts down 
profits, wliich cuts down tax revenues. Wage increases to 
meet inflated prices fuel inflation. Payment of debts cuts 
down on ability to buy, which feeds recession. 

To anyone who lived through the great depression of December 26th: When kids 
the early Thirties, the picture isn’t hopeless.

Speed and Death 


That the 55-mile per hour speed limit has reduced 
accidents seems fairly obvious from the various statistics 
available. But the Highway Users Federation has offered 
some further figures that may dilute the significance of 
those statistics. 

For example, the Federation points out that fatal 
accidents are down almost as much on city streets which 
aren’t affected by the 55 mph law. On under-55 rural 
roads, they are down at least 75 per cent as much as on 
over-55 roads. 

AH this need not denegrate the safety factor in the 
55 mile per hour limit. It could, for instance, be inter¬ 
preted as indicating that the attention called to that 
safety factor in efforts to popularize the energy-saving 
speed reduction has had at least a subliminal effect on 
many drivers. 

Whether the lower speed limit is being honored or 
not, something is happening to reduce highway and city 
traffic deaths. And that’s all to the good.
